Gary, Ind., Oct. 2—What is ex- 


pected to be or.1? of the greatest elec- 
trical transmission systems in the 


•orld will be completed here by Xo- 


vember 1, it was announced today. 


When completed it will cost $1,- 


000,000. It will carry a current of 
400,000 volts to supply Gary indus- 
tries. It is being built bv the Calumet 
Power Company which is allied with 
the Calumet Gas and Electric Com- 
pany of Gary. 


The line is to stretch 14 miles 


along the Little Calumet river from 
the company's plant at Blue Island, 
111. A force of 300 men are working 
night and day erecting the 
steel 


towers which are to carry the trans- 
mission wires. The towers are 
of 


steel truss construction, from 100 
to 130 feet in
